) and darken their car lights 
just as if they were in town; pro- 
ceeding again on their journey at the 
second bomb signal, 

It sliould be noted by all our read- | 
ers—both those in town and living 
adjacent thereto—that this blackout 
is being used for two distinct pur. | 
poses. It will be a “send-off” for 
the Victory Loan campaign which o- 
pens on Monday next, and also for 
purposes of giving practice to those 
in the A.R.P. work in case the need 
should ever arise for such a drastic 
proceeding as a real air-raid may 
prove later on; for no longer can we 
delude ourselves that combat zones 
cannot reach Canadian soil, and the 
spread of this awful war to new bat- 
tle fronts has ‘placed Canada in a vul- 
nerable position both from the East 
and from the West.

Crofters in the windswept islands 
of the Hebrides and market garden. 
ers th the flower land of the Scillies| 
were among the 3,000.000 people in 
ithe British Isles who last year saw 
films stiown by flying squads of mo-| 
‘bile film units, 

Sponsored by the British Ministry 
of Information these 70 units which 
will soon be 100 are known up and 
down the British Isles as the “Cellu- 
loid Circus”, They travel thousands 
of miles through ruraléand urban 
Britain making stands for the night 
and moving on next day. 

Morning noon or night there is al- 
ways an audience waiting for them. 
First come the schoolchildren to spec- 
ial films about the Empire and its 
‘Allies, In the afternoon films about 
food and wartime housewifery are 
shown to Women’s Institutes in the 
countryside and to Townswomen’s 
Guilds in the towns, In the eVening 
there may be a fit-up in a farm for 
agriculture workers and the day is 
rounded off with a “midnight mat- 
inee” between shifts at an armament 
factory. 

These free shows, which usually 
last about 80 minutes, let people see 
how their own activities fit into the 
general picture of the nation at war, 
The new orator-film moreover has 
brought the public forum into the 
village and leads discussions of the 
country’s problems. 

Apart from these mobile units M, 
©, I. and other films are available 
from the Central Film Library free 
of charge to any organization which 
has facilities for showing them. Be- 
tween 56,000 and 6.000 films are dis 
patched each month,
